Additionally, the Committee has found that in ee 
absence of the SALT II Treaty, the Soviets would be a 
to take more sweeping concealment and deception measu eu. 
which could make monitoring of Soviet strategic forces 
more difficult. 


Thus, we believe the Senate can proceed to gee 
the SALT II Treaty with the full confidence that the 1ss 
of verification has been satisfactorily resolved. 


We welcome this Intelligence Committee report oe 
forward to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee testimony 
of Chairman Bayh and Senator Goldwater next sire eh 
addition, the President intends to meet personally eas _ 
both Senators Bayh and Goldwater to discuss the repor 
more detail. 
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
